Albert had completed a 
General Plan. Mayor Plain 
also stated he wanted to see 
the completion of the ERPC 
Growth Studies before hav- 
ing this hearing. Lois Hole, 
representing the Sturgeon 
School Division, requested of 
the chairman to have her 
board’s views heard imme-

After four months of being 
in a sort of limbo, acting 
assistant administrator of the 
Sturgeon General Hospital, 
Audrey Malek, is now the 
“real thing.”’ 

At the regular board 
meeting of the Sturgeon 
Hospital District #100 Feb- 
ruary 2, Mrs. Malek was 
officially confirmed as assis- 
tant administrator, after the 
board had gone through 70 
applications for the post, 
which had been advertised 
throughout Alberta. 

There’s a sense of relief 
that Mrs. Malek is now 
officially assistant admini- 
strator, according to Hospital 
Administrator Cliff Keyes. 

All the applicants for the 
new post were carefully 


screened, and only four of 


the 70 applicants made it to 
the short list. Then only two 
of these were interviewed by 
the board. 

In October last year, Mrs. 
Malek had been introduced 
as already appointed assis- 
tant administrator to the 
Board. A decision to ad- 
vertise the position later 
almost caused the resigna- 
tions of two Sturgeon Hos- 
pital Board members, Don 
Coinner and Stan Walker. 
But Mr. Coinner and Mr. 
Walker are staying on, and 
Mr. Walker has just accepted 
the chairmanship of the 
Sturgeon Hospital Board this 


last week. 

Board member Lawrence 
Kluthe’s idea to have Mrs. 
Malek as assistant admini- 
Strator on a trial basis till 
January 1, 1978 was firmly 
knocked on the head by Mr. 
Coinner. Mr. Coinner said

diately following the five 
minute break. Although Ch- 
airman Bancroft didn’t think 
school jurisdictions came 
under LAB hearings, he did 
allow Mrs. Hole to say that 
her board was against the 
annexation and was much 
concerned about the loss of 
assessment. She stated that 
Sturgeon Board backed the 
submission of the MD of 
Sturgeon Council. 

LAB Chairman Bancroft 
ruled to continue with 
the hearing. He remarked 
that BACM had requested 
the hearing and that all 
required criteria had been 
met by the firm. Lawyer 
Brownlee representing St. 
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Albert said that he would be 
cross examining BACM’s 
submission and possibly 
would be calling for an 
adjournment. The hearing 
then proceeded. 

Lawyer Geddes, repre- 
senting BACM proceeded to 
outline BACM’s annexation 
proposal. A 60-page booklet 
prepared by BACM on behalf 
of the petitioning property 
owners was described by Mr. 
Geddes. He clarified many of 
the sketches in the booklet 
commencing with the BACM 
Outline Plan of November, 
1972. This he said was 
presented to St. Albert 
Council and the ERPC in that 
year. Mr. Geddes said that 
BACM planners had looked 
at populations figures pro- 
jected for the Edmonton 
Metropolitan area and par- 
ticularly the figures for the 
City of St. Albert. These he 
said were consistently in line 
with BACM plans for neigh- 
bourhood development of the 
area, The meeting then 
broke for a noon recess. 

The three hour afternoon 
session was taken -up with 
BACM's lawyer Dick Fowler 
questioning of planners and 
engineers in the employ of 
BACM. Questions and sub- 
jects ranged from water lines 
and supply of water, to sewer 
lines and capacity of lines. A 
number of exhibits were filed 
including development ag- 
reements between St. Albert 
and BACM since 1970. 

The hearing will continue 
all week at the council 
chambers. In the opinion of 
some of those in attendance 
the BACM portion of the 
hearing could possibly be 
completed by the end of the 
week, 

The final ruling by the 
Local Authorities Board will 
not be known for some time 
and it is quite possible that a 
Provincial ruling will also be 
required. 

Hearing on the Bellerose 
Park annexation will be held 
later in the year. 


Board 
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Dan Chugg and Mrs. Rein- 
bold. 
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Mr. Kambeitz opened the 
discussion by presenting 
various courses of action 
open to the board. These 
include re-instating one or 
another or both of the two 
curtailed courses, upgrading 
those courses, or the inclu- 
sion of a Fine Arts or 
Performing Arts course in 
Industrial Education. He 
remarked that the ability to 
offer Fine Arts or Industrial 
Arts would help the high 
school to retain students. 

Mr. Day gave a rundown 
of various programs that the 
school could institute, in- 
cluding a vocational program 
run in conjunction with the 
Board of Industrial Relations 
and the Apprenticeship 
Board. However, he strongly 
advised against such a 
program for St. Albert High, 
because of its size, and the 
scarcity of vocational teach- 
ers. Instead, Mr. Day re- 
commended that the more 
general courses in the 10, 20, 
30 group be offered. 

To provide these courses, 
the consultant estimated that 
it would cost from $35,000 - 
$50,000. This amount would 
not be spent at once, but 
would be spread out over a 
period of three years as the 
courses were phased in. He 
added that the cost is 
dependent upon the type of 
courses chosen. 


TRADITIONAL 
DRAMA UNPOPULAR 


Mrs. Reinbold told the 
board that traditional drama 
was not a popular course at 
St.Albert High. She attribu- 
ted this to the students’ lack 
of confidence in the program, 
which has been offered 
inconsistantly. The infeasi- 
bility of drama is also due to 
the fact that it attracts only 
girls. She commented that it 
is difficult to find dramatic 
works to use in teaching that 
are cast without males. 

Instead, she proposed a 
more modern approach to 
drama instruction, using 
television. As the school 
already has some facilities 
for TV study, a course could 
be offered linking drama and 
television arts. Mrs. Rein- 
bold and Mr. Chugg have 
tentatively designed such a 
course, which they refer to as 
“*Videomatics.’’ This course 
would instruct students on 
both sides of the camera. 

Having heard some of the 
available alternatives, Supt. 
Zielinski suggested that the 
administration explore 10 of 
the teaching modules or 
courses available and report 
back to the board with some 
proposed programs and 


costs. Mr, Freeman stressed 
that any program considered 
should be examined from a 
iong-term point of view, Mr. 
Sieben asked if any grants 
were available in these 
areas, and Mr. Day replied 
that there were not.

Perhaps it isn’t even fair to 
mention it, if one follows the 
old saying ‘‘What the eye 
doesn’t see, the heart does- 
n’t grieve.”’ 

But 12 administrative per- 
sonnel of the Sturgeon 
General Hospital, including 
the Hospital Administrator 
Cliff Keyes, can say goodbye 
to a $600 retroactive pay 
increase for 1976. 

The increase was sugges- 
ted because staff had worked 
mightily to underexpend on 
this year’s budget set by the 
provincial government anti- 
inflation guidelines. 

Word is that the Sturgeon 
General is working well 
within its budget limits. At 
the regular meeting of the 
Sturgeon Hospital Board last 
week vice-chairman of the 
board John de Bruijn tried to 
formally recognize the good 
work some hospital staff had 
done to work within the 
budget. 

He said it was customary 
in industry to reward per- 
formance and he wanted the 
board to accept a re- 
commendation to pay the 12 
staff $7200, $600 each., ‘‘asa 
morale booster,’’ 

The staff might draw con- 
solation when they learn that 
the motion was not roundly 
defeated, but lost through a 
tied motion at 3-3. 

Board member Lawrence 
Kluthe felt that under- 
expenditure so that a per- 
centage could be given back 
to employees ‘‘could become 
suspect,”’ 

Trustee Roger Blackburn 
said he did not think he could 


reward them for what they 
had been hired to do (i.e. 
staying within budget).

Fresh light on uses for city’s N.E. sector 


A meeting of St. Albert 
residents was held Tuesday, 
February 1 at the Club 
Mocombo in St. Albert where 
St. Albert Investments and 
their consultants, Murray V. 
Jones and Associates Limi- 
ted and Underwood McLell- 
an and Associates Ltd. pre- 
sented plans for the annexa- 
tion and residential devel- 
opment of Bellerose Park. 

The annexation of Belle- 
tose Park will provide a 
logical opportunity for furth- 
er residential development in 
the City of St. Albert. The 
annexation area, located to 
the northeast of the present 
City boundary contains some 
2,300 acres although only the 
area south of the proposed 
east by-pass is being con- 
sidered for development.

Over 300 
volunteers work 
to raise $11,000 in 


Heart Campaign 


The St. Albert Heart 
Association will try to raise 
$11,000, inthe 1977 Heart 
Campaign set for February. 
To reach that goal, more than 
325 St. Albert volunteers will 
be distributing life-saving 
information and collecting 
money. 

‘*This money goes to edu- 
cational and community pro- 
grams in St. Albert, and to 
research, our prime func- 
tion,’’ said Mrs. Shoults, 
chairman of the Heart Fund 
campaign this year. 

‘*There are over 10,000 
volunteers in Alberta,” said 
Mrs. Shoults, ‘‘and that 
sounds like a lot. But you 
must remember, heartand 
blood vessel diseases afflict 
one out of seven Canadians, 
killing one out of every two 
Canadians who die. Against 
that, we need all the vol- 
unteers and money we can 
get.”* 

Mrs. Shoults said in- 
hospital heart attack deaths 
have gone down by 30% 
since the 1960's, ‘‘but the 
fight has just begun, We're 
fighting for your life and we 
ask you to please give 
generously to that cause 
when the volunteer calls on 
you.”’ 


This area contains some 
1,700 acres of land and could 
house up to 25,000 people. 
Annexation at this time 
avould ensure that residential 
lots are available in a variety 
of locations which is one of 
the City’s long standing 
objectives. City control of the 
development of the area 
would ensure consistency 
with overall City objectives. 

At present, Bellerose Park 
is zoned for agriculture 
under the E.R.P.C. pre- 
liminary regional plan. 

Much of Bellerose Park 
however, is limited in its 
agricultural use because top- 
soil was removed in the 
1950's and 1960's. The area 
is suitable for residential 
development. 

Plans for the area were 
prepared in 1972 and 1974, 
The earlier plans will now be 
updated to conform with 
1977 standards and the area 
provides excellent views of 
the river and every effort will 
be made to incorporate 
natural treed areas into the 
walkway and park system, 
The area will likely consist of 
five neighborhoods each fo- 
cusing on a park and school- 
recreation complex. 

The recently completed St. 
Albert Area Transportation 
study indicates network re- 
quirements for several alter- 
nate development patterns. 
The arterial roadway system 
development to serve resi- 
dential uses in the N.E. St. 
Albert Sector (Bellerose 
Park) is as follows: 

*East Highway Bypass (or 
alternatively east arterial 
road if a West Bypass is 
selected). ; 

Connection of Boudreau 
Road across the Sturgeon 
River to tie to Giroux Road, 

*Extension of Villeneuve 
Road to the east. 

*Upgrading of Bellerose 
Drive, and 

*Connections between St. 
Albert and Edmonton as 
recommended in the St. 
Albert Area Transportation 
Study. 

The timing of these road 
developments will depend on 
what other areas of the City 
are developing as well as 
Provincial and Regional 
Roadway priorities. 

Bellerose Park is well 
located in relation to poten- 
tial industrial employment 
areas to the east (in the 
City's proposed annexation) 
as well as to the developing 
downtown core area. Main 
transportation linkages to 
these areas will be relatively 
direct and will not pass 
through existing residential 
areas, 

Water distribution re- 
quirements for Bellerose 
Park would require extension 
of a 16’’ main across the 
Sturgeon River on the High- 
way 2 alignment as well as 
12'’ main extension across 
the River at Boudreau Road. 
These feedmains will be 
required for any substantial 
commercial development in 
the N.E. quadrant area 
already within City limits and 
would form the basis for 
further water service to 
Bellerose Park. Require- 
ments for reservoir(s) and 
booster pumping in the area 
would be supplied as re- 
quired in the development 
process. 

Sanitary sewage service to 
Bellerose Park is easily 
achieved by gravity to lift 
station(s) at the Sturgeon 
River and forcemain connec- 


tion to the existing inter- 
ceptor sewer and lift station 
on the south bank of the 
Sturgeon River. 

Storm drainage can be 
provided throughout the 
southeast sloping Bellerose 
Area with discharge direct to 
the Sturgeon River. A fully 
piped urban system is an- 
ticipated. 

At present, residential de- 
velopers are required to pay 
for on-site servicing costs. 
The City endeavours to 
ensure that any capital cost 
required by a new develop- 
ment is charged to the 
development. Good planning 
and building will ensure that 
a high assessment value is 
attained and that the area 
will carry its share of current 
costs. Specific details of costs 
and contributions by the 
developers cannot be pro- 
vided until an outline plan is 
prepared and discussions are

St. Albert Investments 
consists of 16 companies who 
have pooled resources to 
promote the residential de- 
velopment of Bellerose Park. 
These companies own app- 
toximately 1,080 acres of 
64% of the 1,700 acres within 
the plan area, Five other 
owners holding a further 250 
acres have signed the peti- 
tion for annexation. Several 
of the company shareholders 
are themselves small build- 
ers who will be developing 
the lots. Lots will also be 
made available for individual 
purchase and development. 

Should annexation occur, 
it is unlikely that lots would 
be ready for sale before 
1980-81. The rate of de- 
velopment of the area would 
be closely monitored and 
controlled by the City to 
ensure consistency with the 
City’s objectives and General 
Plan.

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The City of St. Albert has adopted a contemporary new logo type style, soon to be seen 
on letterheads, forms and vehicles used by the Municipality. 


At a meeting Monday evening (February 7, 1977) Council approved the new concept - a 
unique and modern type face with a smooth flowing, double line feature designed for 
the City by Comcept Associates in Edmonton. The logo is easily read and identified, and 
symbolic of St. Albert's new status. 


The curving ‘‘s’’ represents the Sturgeon River, on the banks of which the community is 
situated. The double line ‘‘t’’ is symbolic of the cross - illustrating the importance of the 
founding fathers (Father Albert Lacombe and Bishop Tache) and the historic importance 


of the Mission around which the community has developed. 


St. Albert is Alberta’s eleventh city, illustrated by the double line ‘‘1’’. And, the six that 
can be seen in the stylized ‘‘b’’ will serve as a reminder that at the time of incorporation, 
St. Albert became Alberta's sixth largest city. 


Collectively, the ‘‘1’’ and ‘‘b’’ are neatly trimmed and spearheaded, symbolic of St. 
Albert’s landscape and the City’s desire to be progressive and contemporary. 


But more important than the symbolism is the simplicity of design created for quick, 
easy identification and long-term application. 


Tom Doerksen, a St. Albert resident who works with Concepts Associates in Edmonton, 
was the artist who produced the logo.

On Saturday, February 26, 
His Honor, Ralph G. Stein- 
hauer will be the guest 
speaker at the annual Albert 
Lacombe banquet. The St. 
Albert Historical Society 
celebrates the 150th anni- 
versary of Father Lacombe’s 
birth, and is most fortunate 
to welcome the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor as guest sp- 
eaker. His great grandfather, 
Henry Bird Steinhauer was 
also a famous missionary in 
Alberta. 

The Cree Indian tribe in 
Morley, Alberta, welcomed 
the birth of Ralph Garuia 
Steinhauer in 1905S. By 1927, 
Ralph Steinhauer had esta- 
blished himself in farming 
and ranching on the Saddle 
Lake Indian Reserve. The 
following year he married 
Isabel Davidson, a school 
teacher at Vilna, Alberta, 
and they had a family of four 
girls and one boy. 

Following 34 years as 
councillor of the Saddle Lake 
Indian Band, he served his 
Band members for three 
years as its chief. 

Among the numerous or- 
ganizations occupying his 
time and interest are: the 
Indian Association of Alberta 
(past president), the United 
Farmers of Alberta (former 
district president), the Sadd- 
le Lake Centennial Devel- 
opment Association (a succ- 
essful farming venture), St. 
Paul Chamber of Commerce, 
(life member), and the Two 
Hills Chamber of Commerce 
(present member), 

He has been actively 
involved in rural telephone 
and electrification systems, 
and as a highly respected 
member of the Alberta Rural 
Development Authority, and 
the Federal Indian Economic 
Development. The political 
field captured his interest in 
1963 when he became the 
first North American Indian 
to run as a candidate in a

At the BACM hearing begun yesterday with the Local 
Authorities Board, opposition to annexation of 1900 acres to 
the northwest came from St. Albert council, represented by 
the mayor and city’s legal counsel and MD Sturgeon 
represented by Reeve Flynn and the MD’s legal counsel. 


The point was made that the annexation should not go 
forward until the General Plan of St. Albert was completed 
and the results of the ERPC Growth Studies for the 
Edmonton metropolitan area were finalized. The hearings 
are expected to continue through Friday and possibly 
longer. 


It should be noted that annexation hearings through the 
LAB are usually both time consuming and costly, as was 
witnessed recently at a Fort Saskatchewan hearing. This one 
is reported to have cost a total in the neighbourhood of $1 
million. 


Also in the offing is an LAB hearing on the annexation of the 
St. Albert Investments proposed development of 1700 acres. 
And a third one, with a tentative date set next month of the 
so-called industrial site proposes to take in 1900 more acres 
than the total of 3600 proposed to the northeast and 
northwest. 


While council has not been speaking out on plans for the 
5500-acre ‘‘industrial’’ annexation, it would appear that this 
area must have a rather large residential component. Which 
makes it difficult to understand why the city opposes growth 
at the present hearing, but apparently is planning to go 
ahead with this large area to the east. 


Surely there is a better way of spending taxpayers money 
than another hearing, when it is known that MD Sturgeon 
and the Sturgeon School Division and the City of Edmonton 
will oppose the annexation of this valuable tract of land. 


St. Albert could use some industrial land, and St. Albert 
taxpayers stand to gain from an improved industrial tax 
base. But surely the city doesn’t need now, or in the future, 
such a large annexation. 


St. Albert might profitably annex a tract of land west of the 
CNR tracks to be zoned industrial, as an extension of Riel 
Drive area. It seems it should be possible for St. Albert and 
MD Sturgeon to reach an agreement on this by mutual 
agreement, without a costly hearing. 


This could involve dropping completely the large new 
industrial site, and St. Albert turning its attention to the 
extended Riel area, and the downtown core. The mayor is 
quoted as saying we could develop a city of 45 to 50 
thousand, which these developments would support. 


Access roads, a ring road and utility servicing of the 
5500-acre site will delay development there for many many 
years. If industry did go in before major roads are built, 
traffic from the site would have to come through residential 
areas of St. Albert. 


Let’s shelve this annexation proposal for 20 years and get on 
with practical industrial and commercial development, 
including an early food outlet, department store and indoor 
theatre. 


This course of action might also avoid stirring up the big 
giant to the south. Edmonton might well resurrect the well 
researched and expertly studied Hanson Report, which is 
still before the Provincial Cabinet.

A need for long-term 


educational planning 


Education appears to be 
changing its approaches and 
emphases progressively 
more often. In my opinion 
there are at least two major 
reasons for these frequent 
changes: 1) Programs, pro- 
cedures, etc. often ill-defined 
and conceived, improperly 
timed and largely unproven 
are foisted on teachers by 
some of our school trustees, 
provincial authorities, senior 
administration and by com- 
panies selling educational 
wares. Many of them prey 
for political or monetary gain 
on our teachers who in most 
instances are busy trying to 
do their best for their 
students, for their students’ 
parents and for the commun- 
ity at large; and 2) The 
educational system has many 
built-in unsettling character- 
istics. For instance super- 
intendents’ average tenure 
in Canada is approximately 
three years; trustees in 
Alberta are elected for only a 


three-year period of time; 


and the institution respon- 
sible for training our tea- 
chers (i.e., the university) 
appears to lack long-term 
goals and objectives for

education as a profession. 

In my opinion what is 
needed is a long-term edu- 
cational planning committee 
representing various groups 
of people who are most 
closely involved in the 
over-all education of our 
youngsters. St. Albert, still a 
relatively small city would be 
an ideal community in which 
to set up such a committee. 
The objectives of this group 
would be 1) to determine 
what the present and future 
needs in our educational 
system are; 2) to determine 
how these needs can best be 
met by maintaining those 
programs and methods whi- 
ch have been proven to work 
in our system; 3) to imple- 
ment new programs that, in 
the opinion of the committee, 
hold some promise for succ- 
ess; and 4) to monitor closely 
on an on-going basis, the 
existing and the newly 
implemented programs. The 
committee would have a 
Stabilizing role designed to 
give our teachers more time 
to seriously attend to press- 
ing needs which exist. Some

With many people the 
principal question is how 
much can a family afford to 
spend each month on a 
house? 

First of all, no two families 
are quite alike in their living 
and spending habits. What 
one family could handle 
easily might put another 
family of the same income 
under financial strain. Gen- 
erally, no family should 
spend more than 30 per cent 
of its family income each 
month on the repayment of 
the mortgage loan and 
property taxes. Indeed, some 
housing assistance available 
from the federal government 
is based on the principal that 
monthly payments should 
consume no more than 25 per 
cent of family income. 

Loan repayments and tax- 
es are considered together 
because, in most cases, the 
borrower is required to repay 
a loan in fixed monthly 
amounts of principal and 
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interest plus one-twelfth of 
the estimated annual pro- 
perty taxes. So, when taxes 
become due on the property, 
the bills are sent by the 
municipality to the lender for 
payment on behalf of the 
borrower. 

Following the 30 percent 
rule, a family whose earnings 
total $1,200 a month, or 
$14,400 a year, should not 
spend more than $360 a 
month on principal, interest 
and tax (PIT) payments. 

Mortgage financing in 
Canada may be undertaken 
in one of several ways. 

*There are conventional 
mortgage loans made by 
such lending institutions as 
banks, life insurance, trust, 
and loan companies. Gen- 
erally you borrow up to 75 
percent of the value of the 
property. Conventional 
mortgages usually have an 
initial minimum term of five 
years, although payments of 
principal and interest may be 
based on an amortization 
period of 20 or more years. 
(Amortization is the repay- 
ment schedule of the mort- 
gage loan by monthly pay- 
ments over a stated period of 
time), 

*There are National Hous- 
ing Act loans made by 
CMHC-approved lending 
agencies such as banks, life 
insurance, trust, and loan 
companies. An NHA loan 
may be as high as 95 percent 
of the value of your proposed 
house and lot up to a 
maximum set for your region 
by CMHC. You provide the 
remaining five percent as a 
down payment.

In summary, I am sugg- 
esting that: 

1. Often educational de- 
cisions are made in a climate 
of hurried changes and in- 
stability; such a climate 
breeds too many ill-concei- 
ved and poorly implemented 
and monitored programs and 
projects. 

2. Sound educational lea- 
dership is best accomplished 
through the concerted efforts 
of a number of people who 
are most concerned about 
their .youngsters. Together 
they must set directions on a 
long-term basis.

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Solar Opportunities

Societies don’t spring up 
overnight; they evolve over 
generations, slowly taking 
shape through countless in- 
cidents. From time to time, 
however, major develop- 
ments cause sudden, drama- 
tic shifts in the structure of 
societies. 


Construction of our great 
trans-continental railways 
had this sort of dramatic 
impact. The atom bomb 
changed the course of world 
civilization, And now our de- 
cisions about energy policy 
will shape the pattern of the 
Canadian society for genera- 
tions to come. 


The OPEC petroleum boy- 
cotts and our own dwindling 
reserves have ensured that 
oil will not be our primary 
source of energy in the fu- 
ture. Electricity, because it 
can be created by technolo- 
gies as varied as burning coal 
to harnessing the tides, is the 
energy of tomorrow. 


Though electricity can be 
generated in many different 
ways; two new technologies, 
nuclear and solar, can be ex- 
pected to be major suppliers 
of our future energy needs. 
But the social ramifications 
of choosing one over the 
other are enormous. 


Nuclear power is synony- 
mous with large-scale, cen- 
tralized, heavily guarded 
technology. Individual gene- 
rating stations are so fantas- 


tically expensive that only 
the biggest of private corpo- 
rations or government will be 
able to finance them. Only 
the most advanced techno- 
crats can operate these gene- 
rators. And, since the con- 
sequences of political sabo- 
tage of a nuclear station 
would be disastrous, tight 
security is always required. 


Solar power is much dif- 
ferent. It can be scaled down 
to the point where even a 
single house or a community 
can have its own generating 
station. And because the cost 
of individual installations 
would be relatively small, 
we could finally wrest con- 
trol of energy distribution 
out of the hands of massive 
public utilities and interna- 
tional oil companies. 


According to the Canadian 
Federation of Independent 
Business, a solar energy in- 
dustry owned and controlled 
by Canadians could provide 


opportunities for tens of 
thousands of small firms in 
manufacturing, installation 
and service, 
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Nuclear power, in a coun- 
try like Canada which has 
rich uranium deposits, is in- 
evitable. But the key to 4 
healthy society in the future 
is a mix of solar and nuclear 
power, Too much emphasis 
on nuclear power would be 
destructive of communities 
and tie us into a model of 
big cities and big corpora- 
tions for generations to come.

THE M.L.A.’S TRANSPORTATION PLANS 
FOR ST. ALBERT 


During the past few weeks readers of the St. Albert 
Gazette have been informed by Mr. Ernie Jamison 
(publisher and Editor of the Gazette) of the benefits that 
residenfs of St. Albert and district would receive from the 
implementation of the transportation plans that Mr. 
Jamison (M.L.A. for the St. Albert constituency) has 
devised for the area. Residents have read of meetings held 
between a major St. Albert developer, the MD of Sturgeon 
Council and the MLA which have led to the purported 
acceptance of the MLA’s transportation plan. Firstly, on 
Wednesday, February 2, 1977 Mr. Jamison gave an 
exclusive interview to the Gazette outlining his plans for: 

1) the development of a westerly access road by-passing 
St. Albert; 

2) a re-alignment of portions of one of the major arterial 
routes in the City; 

3) an outline of how the City’s utility system should be 
extended to serve existing industrial lands; and 

4) the construction of a major underpass at the 
intersection of Churchill Avenue and Riel Drive. 

The map highlighting this master plan (P. S of the 
Gazette) contained dates inscribed on each of the proposed 
roadways which seemingly indicated that all of the 
proposals could be constructed in 1978-79. 

It is suggested that the following facts should be kept in 
mind before any residents react to this proposal, Firstly, the 
plan has not been presented to the City of St. Albert Council 
and its transportation consultants or the engineering 
department for consideration and evaluation of its economic 
or technical feasibility. In fact, the MLA’s plan to re-route a 
major city arterial road and build an underpass is not in 
accordance with any of the recommendations that the 
consultants developed during a two year study of St. 
Albert’s short and long run transportation requirements. In 
addition it should be noted the parties taking part in this 
study included representative engineers from the 
Department of Transportation, Government of Alberta. 

Secondly, the proposal to construct a westerly access is 
not unique. Indeed, there are two proposals - an east and a 
west by-pass - that have been and still are under active 
consideration by the Department of Transportation and the 
City of St. Albert. Interested individuals should refer to 
pages 10-1 and 10-2 of the St. Albert Transportation Study 
for a brief overview of the merits of each of these proposals 
(copies are in the Library). It is worth noting that the 
consultants indicated that the east by-pass is the preferred 
route if certain problems can be resolved with the City of 
Edmonton. 

Thirdly, it is a well-known fact that transportation 
considerations cannot be divorced from long-run 
comprehensive planning considerations. In effect, an east 
and/or west by-pass is inextricably tied into the long-run 
land use issues which are considered in our General Plan 
work. An evaluation of the effects of an east or west by-pass 
in St. Albert cannot be sensibly carried out until the General 
Plan work is completed, 

Fourthly, the 1977-78 dates listed on the roadways are 
purely fictitious. There is no commitment or even indication 
from the Department of Transportation that the west 
by-pass has been approved, the right-of-ways will be 
acquired or that the millions of dollars required to build such 
a roadway have been set out in the capital works budget. 
Similarly, there is no intention or commitment on the part of 
the City to re-align its arterials or to undertake construction 
in 1977-78 as indicated by Mr. Jamison. 

In conclusion, it is most unfortunate that the MLA for the 
area would take it upon himself to attempt to formulate a 
“long-run plan'’ for the development of major roadways 
both within the St. Albert region and in the City of St. Albert 
without discussing matters with the City of St. Albert 
officials or Council. The council and/or its officials would 
welcome the opportunity of informing Mr. Jamison of the 
results that have been obtained from the studies that have 
been carried out by the municipalities and the Department 
of Transportation over the past few years. Lines sketched on 
maps published in newspapers cannot substitute for 
hard-nosed analysis carried out by qualified transportation 
consultants and the City Planning and Engineering 
Departments.

STUDY WETASKIWIN COAL RESERVES 


The presence of reserves of coal in Wetaskiwin county 
large enough to support a coal-fired electricity generating 
station the size of the Sundance plant have been suggested 
in a report on new coal exploration. The report was 
submitted to the regular meeting of the Battle River 
Regional Planning Commission. 

Part of the coalfield in the County of Wetaskiwin lies 

under prime farm land which presumably could not be 
mined without a guarantee of total reclamation, The 
northwest part of the coalfield lies beneath infertile bush, 
which is being eyed by subdividers. 
’ The report strongly recommends that no new acreage 
subdivisions be allowed in areas which may be required for 
future coal mining. It recommended referral of subdivision 
application in these areas to the Energy Resources 
Conservation Board. 

The board has indicated that plains coal deposits are 
becoming increasingly valuable as conventional oil and gas 
reserves are depleted. 

The report was based on preliminary work carried out by 
the Alberta Research Council, Private industry is presently 
engaged in more detailed investigation of the reserves. 


WETASKIWIN ENDORSES R.C.M.P. 
ANTI-CRIME PROGRAM 


Wetaskiwin City Council has endorsed a Crime 
Prevention Program organized by the RCMP. A central 
bureau for the program has been established in Red Deer 
and will serve in a resource capacity. 

The proposed program will include a seminar discussing 
credit card fraud, fraud and shoplifting, three major 
concerns of the business community, The seminar will 
involve detailed discussions with resource specialists in 


specific areas. The second segment of the program will 
involve community co-operation in neighbourhood-watch 
systems and block-parent programs. 

To implement the program, funds were required to 
purchase black-light pens for marking valuable items, 
warning stickers for residences and crime prevention 
booklets. Wetaskiwin council agreed to provide a $2,000 
fund for the necessary purchases, 


LEDUC HOSPITAL DENIED EXTRA FUNDS 


The Alberta Hospital Service Commission has refused a 
request by the Leduc General Hospital and Nursing Home 
District Board for funds in addition to the allotted seven 
percent budget increase. A letter of appeal and supporting 
documents are to be sent to the Minister of Hospitals and 
Medicare, Gordon Miniely, 

The board's request exceeded the approved 1977 budget 
of $843,000 by $40,000, Last year's budget amounted to 
$784,000 -- $717,000 for inpatient care and $67,000 for 
outpatient care. The approved 1977 budget provides 
$770,000 for inpatient treatment and $73,000 for outpatient 
care. However, because outpatient care cost the hospital 
$12,000 last year in lost revenue, the board asked for 
another $20,000 for outpatients and a similar amount for 
inpatient services. 

Last year's actual inpatient deficit was more than $3,700, 

The board has not decided on a course of action in the

Is your indoor climate right for your plants? 


Plants, like people, are 
sensitive to indoor-climate 
conditions. The big differen- 
ce is, of course, that people 
can do something about 
drafts, dryness and temper- 
atures that cause them dis- 
comfort. 

Your plants are, on the 
other hand, totally depen- 
dant on you for their indoor 
comfort. 

Plants that have been 
biought indoors for the 
winter need more than a roof 
over their heads. They must 
be located carefully in zones 
most favourable to their 
health. 

The average modern home 
is too hot and too dry for 
most plant culture. This 
means an indoor gardener 
must be alert to the need of 
finding or creating the most 
favourable growth condit- 
ions, and avoiding or correc- 
ting those which are detri- 
mental. 

Take, for example, the 
effects on a plant of tem- 
perature and light. These are 
two important and closely 
related factors. The higher 
the light intensity, the more 
heat a plant can stand. 

Night-time temperatures 
should, therefore, be cooler 
than those of the day. Most 
house plants prefer 50 to 60 
degrees after dark, some like 
it as cool as 35 degrees (only 
a few can tolerate, without 
wilting, the 70 degrees 
human-comfort range). Their 
day-time tolerances average

of night in sunny weather, 10 
degrees if cloudy. 

Light requirements vary 
with the plant. Some do best 
in full sunlight, others want 
it part of the day only. Many 
prefer diffused light to direct 
sun, But too little light is one 
of the most common micro- 
climatic deficiencies. 


FRESH AIR AND 
MOISTURE ARE 
IMPORTANT 


Fresh air and moisture are 
of great importance too. An 
excessive amount of humi- 
dity in the atmosphere of 
your home is seldom a 
problem. But, as well as 
irrigating its roots, the 
gardener must constantly 
check and suppleinent a 
plant’s needs for a moister 
climate in the surrounding 
atmosphere. 

Fresh air is necessary in 
order to raise the local 
humidity and to perk up the 
plants. The air must, how- 
ever, be brought in carefully 
from the outside. To avoid 
damaging plants, locate 
them where they will receive 
ventilation, but are away 
from direct blasts of air cold 
enough to chill them. 

Heat, ventilation, and hu- 
midity also influence the 
well-being of your plants. 
The zone in front of a 
fireplace, an electric radiant 
heater, a forced-air furnace 
regulator, or any other dry 
heat source is a hazardous 
location. Leaves close to any 
of these are soon dried up. 
Rising hot air from the 
heater, particularly the str- 
ong draft of the fireplace, 
tends to draw moisture from 
the entire plant. 

Hot water radiators are 
safer for nearby plants, but 
never locate one directly on 
or above it in the rising hot 
air column. A centrally- 
heated house has fewer 
microclimates than one war- 
med less thoroughly by unit 
heaters. To help regulate 
central heating, keep regis- 
ters and interior doors 
closed. 

Maintaining a humidity 
high enough for plant health 
is always a problem, agg- 
ravated in winter by con- 
tinuous operation of heating 
systems. Both air and soil 
dry quickly.

How to 


fit a pair of skates 


By Howie Meeker 


We're satisfied now with 
the quality of the boot and 
blade of Tommy's next pair 
of skates. So you put them on 
him. First make sure your 
boy is wearing just one pair 
of lightweight socks. That's 
all, just one pair. Many 
parents put on two or three 
pair of socks to prevent cold 
feet. But if skates are fitted 
and laced properly, there will 
be no further problem with 
cold feet. 

Several pair of socks will 
usually cancel out any 
support built into the boot by 
building up too much soft 
padding between the skate 
counter and the flesh. The 
parent or child tries to take 
up slackness by tightening 
the laces, which cuts off the 
circulation of blood and 
causes the cold feet. So you 
have the same problem all 
over again. 

With extra socks or that 
soft rubber ankle support 
some sporting good sales- 
men recommend to take up 
space in the boot, there is 
absolutely no way the boy or 
girl can get the support 
necessary to perform any- 
where near their full poten- 
tial. Without support skating 
becomes hard work, not fun. 
Okay, sit Tommy down and 
tell the clerk to bring youa 
boot two sizes smaller than 
the shoe he is wearing. 
That's right, two sizes. 

I've heard hundreds of 
parents say, as the boy 
slipped out of his shoe 
without unlacing it, ‘‘Oh, but 
my boy's shoes fit him 
perfectly.’' Baloney, like 
skate boots, at least seven 
out of 10 children wear shoes 
at least one to two sizes too 
large. 

Bear in mind, even if the

shoe fits, that there is 
absolutely no relationship 
between shoe and skate size. 
Always start out with the 
skate boot completely un- 
laced and if you follow the 
directions carefully there is 
never any need to lace the 
boot when trying on new 
skates. 

Now have your child put 
his foot into the boot. Sure it 
will go in, but most likely the 
complaint will be ‘‘It's too 
tight,’’ which it probably is. 
Try the next size up, boot 
unlaced, Sit or kneel in front 
of Tommy, hold the skate 
sole in your left hand. If you 
have fingers the length of 
mine, slip the little finger of 
the right hand under the 
tongue (which is completely 
folded back and out of the 
way) and along the roof of 
the plastic toe cap. With a 
little experimenting, you 
should be able to feel the toe 
of the boot. If the little finger 
doesn't reach, try the next 
one and keep going until you 
can. 

Now put the heel of the 
blade on the floor. (It’s of the 
utmost importance that 
Tommy's heel snuggles back 
into the heel cup when he 
slips his foot into the boot. So 
raise the toe to a 45 degree 
angle. Now have Tommy 
grasp the tendon guard with 
both hands and put his foot 
into the skate. Tell him to put

itin, quit complaining and 
keep quiet and he will. 

Now you can feel the 
position of his big toe in 
relationship to the front of 
the boot. If it reaches to the 
beginning of your fingernail, 
the boot is at least a half size 
too large. About half way up 
your finger nail is ideal. If it 
doesn't reach your finger- 
nail, go back to the original 
pair you tried on. 

Children’s skates very sel- 
dom come in half sizes so if 
the boot has good support in 
the counter (polyurethane, 
instead of pressed card- 
board) and make sure the 
clerk can tell what's in the 
counter then take the pair 
that reaches the beginning of 
your nail. 

Tommy will get one year 
for sure, probably two years’ 
usage from the skate but you 
probably will have to get 
extra leather support sewn in 
the counter and ankle area. 
We will enlarge on that later. 

Hey, just for the fun of it 
and also for a little practice, 
go get the skates your son is 
presently wearing and see 
how they measure out. 
Guaranteed seven out of 10 
too big. Right? Right!! You 
fellows wearing plastic ska- 
tes take out the insert and 
put your foot in the boot. 
Guaranteed two-to-three in- 
ches too big.

The rise of the Gibbons Communit 


By Margarette J. Atkinson 

Very early in the 1920's, it 
was decided by the early 
pioneer residents of the 
Gibbons Community to have 
a Community Hall. 

There were many new 
families coming into the area 
during those times. So, the 
people decided that to build a 
hall for many coming activi- 
ties, was the only way. 

Money was the problem 
now... ‘*What todo... and 
how to go about it. A meeting 
was held. A very small frame 
structure, which had been a 
livery barn, was used for the 
meeting place and comm- 
unity hall at this time. 

Mrs. Clara Williams de- 
cided that she and Mrs. 
Francis Brumfit would can- 
vass the east side of the 
Sturgeon River to .gain funds 
for the community hall 
building fund. Then it was 
moved that some men Mr. 
John Williams and Mr. 
Walter Blodgett canvass the 
west side of the river. 

Clara Williams, took a 


team and buggy and with her 
three year old son, sitting in 
the buggy. she and Mrs. 
Brumfit set out canvassing. 
The trails were narrow and 
dusty and wilderness was 
everywhere in those days, 

The two women canvassed 
every place, right over to 
Fort Saskatchewan, then 
southeast over to Sunnyside. 
A very long tiresome journey 
indeed. But the two very 
gallent pioneer woinen were 
very successful, 

On their return to Gib- 
bons, to meet with the 
gentlemen who had canvass- 
ed the west side of the river, 
they realized their success 
even more, as they had done 
better than the men. How- 
ever, it seemed more funds 
were needed, in order to get 
the right amount to build a 
proper and sturdy building. 

The Ladies-Aid sold books. 
This greatly added to the 
fund. Now there was a bit 
more to go, then they would 
be able to proceed.

A large ‘‘Aunt Sally’’ 
holding a clay pipe in its 
mouth, was built by a 


Reverend Skinner and Jack 
Mabbutt. This was a large 
stuffed ‘‘human-like’’ dum- 
my, which was clothed ina 
long dress, with an apron on 
and wearing a fancy hat, 
holding a clay pipe in the 
mouth. You would pay for a 
chance to throw wooden 
hopps at the clay pipe from a 
set distance, hoping to make 
a ‘‘ringer’’ for the prize of 
some ornament. Horseshoe 
tournaments went on, ball 
games and many activities. 

Teams and wagons, de- 
mocrats, horse and buggies, 
Model T Fords, Chevrolets 
490's and many on horseback 
arrived to join the fun. 

Everyone worked very 
hard to make a success, with 
only the thought of a future 
community hall in mind. 

A tent which the Ladies- 
Aid had set up supplied all 
the wonderful home-cooked 
food which had cost the 
ladies many hard hours of 
roasting and cooking as well 
as all of the home-baked 
pies, cakes and doughnuts. 
The band oom-pahed its 
tunes, all day long. No 
matter what tunes it started 
out with, it ended up playing 
“Nobody's Darling,’” all day 
long. That's all folks could be 
heard whistling for weeks 
after. I even think the 
Gibbons Hall rafters went up 
to that tune. No wonder 
they've stood up so many 
years. 

Anyway, that picnic was 
the final success to the 
building fund. 

Mr. John Williams, Mr. 
Blodgett and Mr. Brumfit 
decided to order the building 
materials, which had to be 
purchased in Edmonton. Mr. 
Moisan was elected to start 
the building. He was a 
carpenter, The materials 
came to Gibbons by a freight 
train pulled by the old steam 
locomotive of those days. 


The old livery barn, 
“community hall,’ was mo- 
ved to a corner north of 
where the old bank building 
stood, to become a general 
store owned by a Mr. 
Anderson, 

A Chinese cook on one of 
the railway gangs, stationed 
at Gibbons at that time, liked 
Gibbons, quit his job and 
purchased that little wooden 
structure for a general store 
himself. His name was Yet

of horses. There were no 
great mechanical diggers in 
those days.

onto which heavy 2 by 8's 
were placed. Another 2" by 
8' slipped into a slot on the 
back of the supports, ena- 
bling the whole thing to 
become very sturdy benches 
indeed. When they had a 
larger crowd of people, 
heavy planks were placed 
across nail kegs, which were 
made of wood. At the dances 
benches were placed all 
around the hall, along each 
wall. 

The hall had a small area 
as you entered a small open 
counter on your left, was 
where admission tickets were 
sold, Usually 25¢ or perhaps 
35¢ to attend a dance. 

Pot bellied coal and wood 
burning heaters were placed 
one in the southeast corner, 
the other near an exit door in 
the northwest corner. 

The stage was built across 
the west end of the large 
hall, with a door at each end 
of the stage, being the en- 
trance to the large kitchen 
which was downstairs, ina 
partial basement area. In this 
kitchen, which was lighted 
by tall glass-bowled kerosene 
lamps, there was a huge coal 
and wood cooking range on 
which huge enamel coffee 
pots boiled constantly, as 
well as great pots of cocoa, 
tea etc., which the ladies 
always had ready to serve at 
the dances while they held a 
short intermission for this 
purpose. 

On the long oilcloth- 
covered wooden table stood 
small wash tubs filled with 
sandwiches, cakes and do- 
nuts, all home-baked, br- 
ouglit by all of the ladies of 
the community. When lunch 
was served during these 
intermissions, heavy coffee 
cups were hauled around in 
wash tubs to be handed out 
to everyone. These were 
filled from grey enamel 
coffee pots or cocoa jugs. 

There were fair sized 
“Cubby Holes’’ built along 
one wall in the ‘‘Gents’’ 
dressing room, which was on 
the south end of the stage, as 
well as coat hooks in both the 
gents and ladies cloakroom 
which was at the north end of 
the stage.

THE VILLAGE OF GIBBONS 


Bylaw #4/77 was duly passed at a regular council 
meeting held on January 26, 1977 to control the use of 
snowmobiles within the Village Boundaries. The 
following outlines the body gf the bylaw. 


1. Snowmobilers may use all streets and alleyways 
with the exception of Main Street (SO Avenue) and S1 


Avenue. 


2. Main Street (SO Avenue) is out of bounds to all 
snowmobiles; this street is not to be travelled on or 
crossed at any time. 51 Avenue can only be crossed at 


the east end of the school. 


3. When roads are used within Village limits, 
snowmobile traffic must travel on the extreme right 
hand side of the road giving right of way to all other 


traffic. 


4, When snowmobiles are operated within the 
Village limits their speed is not to exceed 10 miles per 


hour at any time. 


5. The time of snowmobile operation for weekdays is 
to be between the hours of 8:30 a.m, and 11:00 p.m. 

6. Streets and alleyways are to be used only to gain 
access or egress from Village limits. 

7. All visiting snowmobilers must abide by the rules 
and regulations set out by the Village of Gibbons.
